Conjecture 


Whether the position could 


remain vacant, from a prac- 
tical standpoint, until the con- 
clusion of Morrison's present 
term in January 1967 is sub- 
ject to conjecture. 


If Morrison were offered the 


assignment prior to that time 
and accepted, he would be 
required to resign as gover- 
nor, and Lt. Gov. Philip Sor- 
ensen w o u l d become the 
state's chief executive. 


The vacancy need jnot nec- 


essarily be filled by a Ne- 
braskan although, with Judge 
Johnsen's retirement, there 
are now no Nebraskans serv- 
ing on the court. 


Judge Johnsen, 70, served 


on the Court of Appeals for 
25 years, having been ap- 
pointed by President Roose- 
velt in 1940. He served as an 
associate justice of the State 
Supreme Court from Jan. 3, 
1939. until Nov. 8.1940. 


Other federal j u d i c i a l 


assignments which might be 
available to Morrison in the 
future could arise from vacan- 
cies on the U.S. District Court 
bench in Nebraska. 


Judge Robert Van Pelt of 


Lincoln is 68 and has served 
for eight years. Chief Judge 
Richard E. Robinson of Oma- 
ha is 62 and has been on the 
bench nine years.

After surv ey ing the 
wreckage, fair officials v oted 
to reopen oo a limited basis 
Tuesday afternoon, hoping for 
a grandstand s h o w again 
Wednesday . 
The clean-up workers were 
sifting through the ruins of 
four buildings and the grand­ 
stands 
to make 
certain no 
casualties w e r e uncounted. 
May or Bev erly Briley said he 
knew of no missing persons. 
“ It was a miracle that some­ 
one wasn’t trapped in that in­ 
ferno,” a metropolitan police­ 
man said. 
50 Years Old 
Three of the burned build­ 
ings were barn-like wooden 
structures; one was brick. All 
were about 50 y ears old. 
One lad jumped to safety 
from a second-story window, 
a woman ran screaming from 
a burning building with her 
dress afire, another with glow­ 
ing cinders in her hair. Fire 
and police officials herded, 
tugged and helped other first 
nighters escape safely — some 
of them fair workers who left 
ex pensiv e 
equipment 
a n d 
trailer homes to go up in 
smoke. 
Ten of the injured were fire­ 
men. Eight others were hurt 
seriously enough to require 
hospital treatment. 
The flames erupted in the 
woman’s building about 11 
p.m., after most of the first- 
night crowd had gone home. 
This helped hold down the 
casualty toll. The last grand­ 
stand ^ow> had ended o n l y 
minutes before. 


“ The first thing I saw was 
a large ball of flame coming 
out of an air conditioner in 
the (woman’s) building,” said 
Clay ton Fields, 17, who was 
treated for smoke inhalation 
at a hospital. 
” The flame was as large as 
a basketball,” he said. ” Most 
of the people around me Just 
seemed to freeze and stare at 
the ball of fire. In a matter 
of seconds the whole place 
was aflame.”

wet conditions just prior to 
harvest with frost threaten- 
ing could materially reduce 
the estimated $450 million in 
crops that is awaiting a fall 
harvest. 


The old saying, "You never 


have it til it's in the bin" is 
striking a reminding note with 
each successive cloudy day. 


"There is a big crop out 


there, but it is going to take 
some favorable weather to get 
it," says Kenneth Logan of 
the State-Federal Agricultur- 
al Statistical Service. 


Logan says the dry bean 


crop has already taken a 
"clobbering" and much of the 
alfalfa saved for seed produc- 
tion in northwestern Nebraska 
was lost with the recent snow 
storm. 


Ripening Weather Needed 
"Beets are ]ust sitting there 


marking time to get favor- 
able weather and a good share 
of pur soy beans, corn and 
grain sorghum still n e e d s 
some ripening weather," says 
Logan 


"If the current wet weather 


doesn't go to an extreme we 
are still in real good shape 
with a lot of fall moisture and 
with pastures 
in 
excellent 


shape," according to Cyril 
Bish, Lancaster County ex- 
tension agent. 


Willard Cantin, manager of 


E q u i t y Union Cooperative, 
says conditions mainly in the 
area of some 200 member ele- 
vators are good and no harm 
has been done yet by wet 
weather to the milo crop. 


The most immediate con- 


cern has been voiced by far- 
mers with grain sorghum seed 
production fields who are con- 
cerned about an early f r o s t 
with high moisture conditions 
that they say could do ex- 
treme damage to seed germ- 
ination. 


Planting of winter wheat 


was approximately 45% com- 
pleted as of last weekend, far 
ahead of last year when dry 
soil conditions prevailed and 
farmers 
were waiting 
for 


moisture. Early wheat fields 
hi the west are reported up 
with good stands.

The different prices and the gift situa- 


tion is a matter for that owner to work out 
for himself. The important thing for the 
general public is the $99,500 and while it is 
a lot of money, it would seem that the uni- 
\rrsity got a bargain and a home that uill 
serve the purposes of the chancellor \ery 
veil. Perhaps less could ha\e been paid 
for a home but would it represent econo- 
my or tight-fistedness? 


Well, everyone can decide that for him- 


self. Another point of attack has been 
against the University Foundation which 
financed the purchase. It has been said that 
this is not the purpose of the Foundation 
and it should not be buying a home for the 
chancellor. 


The vital point here is that the Founda- 


tion isn't buying the home in the usual 
manner of such things. As a practical mat- 
ter, the Foundation is nothing more than a 
financing agent. The University of Nebras- 
ka will lease the home from the Foundation 
for $5,700 a year for 35 years. Any time 
the university fulfills the terms of that 
lease, it can then acquire the property for 
$1,000. Thus, the Foundation will get a total 
of $200,500 or a 4Va percent return on its in- 
vestment. The funds it is using are endow- 
ment funds that would have to be invested 
anyway since they permit use only of their 
earned income. It is doubtful that the Foun- 
dation could invest the $99,500 in any more 
profitable manner. 


The Foundation h a s actually scored 


what \ou mi»ht call a ten strike. It has 
killed two birds with one stone by help- 
ing the uni\mit>. which is the purpose of 
its independent being, and safch and prof- 
itably invested certain of its endowment 
funds. A better deal for all concerned could 
hardh be imagined. Hather than criticized, 
the Foundation ought to be praised for do- 
ing a very fine job. Rather than losing 
friends and support as a result of this action, 
the Foundation ought to grow in the esteem 
and backing of all people. If there is crit- 
icism to be leveled, which we personally do 
not believe, it would have to be directed 
against the university and the Board of Re- 
gents which decided in favor of the new 
chancellor's house. 


* 
The Foundation, incidentally, is subject 


in no way to the administration of the uni- 
versity. It is' an independently established 
organization chartered to help the univer- 
sity, primarily through the use of gifts and 
endowments that it receives. Since 1946. 
the Foundation has provided benefits to the 
university totaling more than $7 million. 


The other complex part of the Knolls 


property involves taxation. The home, pur- 
chased for $99.500 and valued by its owner 
at .3175.000. is assessed for tax purposes at 
$79.580. Taxes paid on the propert> last 
year totaled $765.70. The valuation figure 
can be argued all night and never be set- 
tled for sure one way or another but the 
tax bill presents some interesting facts. 


The property, of course, is outside the 


city and Lincoln Public School System. 


Thus, it bears a total 
tax- levy for 1965-66 of 
30.545 mills as com- 
pared with a levy of 
90.69 for property in- 


side the city limits and school district lim- 
its. The 30.545 mills in the Knolls includes 
all taxes for educational purposes. An 8.78 
levy is made for payment of tuition for chil- 
dren attending Lincoln School District sen- 
ior high schools. Grades One through Eight 
are provided in the District 76 school locat- 
ed near Highway 77 but no property tax is 
being collected this year for the school. 


Certain miscellaneous taxes are enough 


to cover the cost of operating the District 
76 school, which this year has a grand total 
of five students—one in Seventh Grade, one 
in Fifth, two in Fourth and one in Second. 
One junior high youngster from the Knolls 
attends the Lincoln School District at a cost 
to her parents of $595 a year.

Science Carried Too Far 


There are many uses for the American 


newspaper besides reading it. 


- Thrifty housewives often use old copies 


as garbage wrappers. Others use them for 
a loftier purpose of lining pantry shelves. 
Back before the days of automatic heat 
there were very good for starting fires in 
the furnace. Tramps have long been known 
to buy a newspaper, not to read, but to use 
it is a sort of auxiliary underwear. Bright 
children learn how to fold papers so as to 
make military hats. 


The professional newspaper people do 


not necessarily reject all these extracur- 
ricular uses, but would prefer that sub- 
scribers confine themselves to earnest read- 
ing of the product. Oh well, it's a free 
country. 


But the worst blow of all was struck 


recently by two Harvard University scien- 
tists working on experiments leading to bug 
control. They feed old newspapers to a cer- 


tain unwanted bug named Pyrrhocoris Ap- 
teris. We do not know the nationality of 
this breed of bugs, but the name indicates 
they are foreigners. The strips of newsprint 
they avidly consumed carried the writings 
of some of the current outstanding colum- 
nists. We don't know whether it was the 
words of the columnists that get them or 
some ingredient used in the manufacture of 
the paper. But the fact remains that the 
diet caused all of the bugs to become sterile 
and remain forever juvenile. The newsprint 
generation of Pyrrhocoris Apteris lived its 
life out, passed away and left no descend- 
ants. The scientists now figure they are 
on the track of something that may elim- 
inate bugs without laying waste to all na- 
ture, as some of the modern sprays threat- 
en to do. But true blue newspaper men 
will always resent the implications which 
are not complimentary to the Fourth Es- 
tate. 


A Loss To The GOP 


Announcement by Republican Sen. 


Thomas H. Kuchel that he will not enter 
the California primary as a candidate for 
governor is a matter of prime considera- 
tion for the GOP. It is not so much that 
Senator Kuchel will miss the primary that 
counts but rather, the reasons for his deci- 
sion. It might well be argued that he serves 
just as important a purpose or more so as 
a senator than he would as governor of 
California. 


But he has taken himself out of the 


California race because of the strong posi- 
tion held in California Republican ranks 
b\ an extreme right wing group. The sen- 
ator's announcement included this blast 
against the ultra-conservatives: "The trag- 
ic fact is that within our California Republi- 
can Party is a fanatical, neo-Fascist politi- 
cal cult overcome by a strange mixture of 
corrosive and sickening fear, recklessly de- 


termined to control our party or destroy it." 


It might be suggested that Senator Ku- 


chel himself is running away from the 
threat he sees rather than doing battle 
with it. This, however, is not exactly the 
case. What the senator recognizes is that 
he is no one-man show. He cannot do alone 
what the national party has shown no in- 
clination of doing. 


Until the party nationally repudiates the 


hard and uncompromising attitude and ac- 
tions of the ultra-conservatives in its ranks, 
it is going to suffer the loss of individual 
candidates of a high caliber in one state 
after another. The action by Kuchel follows 
a situation in New York where the leading 
GOP candidate for governor has all but 
disavowed his national party leadership and 
affiliation. No party can face such pros- 
pects in the two largest states in the Union 
and hope for victory. 


Peace By Law 


The official observance of Internation- 


al Law week has ended, but 3,000 lawyers 
representing 120 nations are still in 'ses- 
sion in Now York City. They are at work 
on basic procedures and a mutually ac- 
cepted body of law by which, they 'hope, 
tne \\orld can turn from decisions by force 
to peace by reason. 
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The international lawyers are making 


progress. Whether they will win t h e i r 
point in your time or mine is another 
matter. Their first conference was held 
two years ago in Greece. That resulted 
in the formation of a W o r l d Peace 
Through Law Center, which gave t h e 
movement continuity and organization. It 
is, therefore, beyond the stage of a wist- 
ful movement. 


We will say of it, it is the least cost- 


ly, and perhaps least in the public eye, 
of any of the movements aimed at quiet- 
ing down the world. In a world that is 
spending $120 billion annually for arm- 
ament, and maintaining military forces in 
excess of 20 million men. this movement 
to permit reason to settle most of the in- 
ternational problems it has already given 
a foretaste of the economy of peace. Even 
the poorest nation can easily afford peace. 
The richest ones go broke practicing war. 


Unfortunately the world has not pro- 


gressed far enough to catch this logic of 
economy. And that Is the problem the 3,000 
lawyers are actually confronting. And that 
is what may doom their efforts. This is 
one of the great human tragedies because 
people are always wistful for peace and 
actually consider war as an abomination. 


Nevertheless the 3000 dedicated con- 


ferees are engaged in a hopeful enterprise 
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the job done.

in her office. She heard noth- 
ing. 


As you leave, you wonder 


about a sign on the door: 
"Air conditioned. Please dp 
not leave open." For the 
room is unbearably warm. 


Downstairs in the officers' 


quarters, the ward is parti- 
t i o n e d into 
semi-private 


rooms. The toilet facilities 
are adequate and clean. The 
air is comfortably cool.

LBJ Plays India, 


Pakistan Lightly 


WASHINGTON - 
Presi- 


dent Johnson's restraint in 
the India-Pakistan war is a 
remarkable contrast to the 
high drama he injected into 
his foreign-policy moves in 
Viet Nam and the Domini- 
can Republic. 


He has apparently b e e n 


persuaded that no cold-war 
overtones are involved in 
the new conflict, hence the 
United Nations is the appro- 
priate agent for an attempt 
to resolve it. This view of 
the matter also offers possi- 
bilities for joint action by 
the United States and Rus- 
sia, which would be in t h e 
interest of both. 


American restraint at this 


point also frees Russia to 
carry on h e r ideological 
struggle with the belligerent 
Red Chinese by enacting the 
role of peacemaker. 
Soviet 


Premier Alexei Kosygin has 
offered 
to meet with the 


heads of government of In- 
dia and Pakistan on Soviet 
territory in an effort to end 
their war, a move antici- 
pated here. 


It suggests that Red China 


did not move fast enough in 
her effort to put a cold-war 
face on the new hostilities 
which might provoke t h e 
United States and force Mos- 
cow to side with Peking. In 
U.N. Security Council de- 
bate, the Soviet delegate 
sided with U.S. Ambassador 
Arthur Goldberg to an ex- 
tent that has brought cries 
of outrage from Peking ra- 
dio.

It is not a time for predic- 


tion or optimism, and the ex- 
treme caution here is w e l l 
j u s t i f i e d . Washington is 
nonetheless 
fascinated 
by 


the 
President's 
ability to 


p l a y a keeping-cool-with-

of grave consequence is hap- 
pening. 


Re-porters have not had a 


single tantalizing glimpse of 


a top-secret document in the 
whole course of the momen- 
tous deliberations in N e w 
York. They have not b e e n 
heavily briefed nor taken a 
run about the rose garden. 
The Central Intelligence 
Agency is not mentioned and 
the telephone calls are tak- 
en in secret. 


Madame Chiang Kai-shek 


is here and available, but no- 
body has yet asked her for 
an opinion. Congress is even 
keeping cool with Johnson. 
Only the Washington weath- 
er is not cooperating: Sep- 
tember is going out like a 
blast furnace. 


T h e situation is tailor- 


made for Ambassador Gold- 
berg's talents a n d experi- 
ence. His remarks do not 
"s i n g" on television, but 
their quiet good sense has a 
memorable quality all its 
own.

Goldberg is accustomed to 


strong men who know exact- 
ly what they want. He has 
listened many times to old 
wrongs and pet grievances. 
He has learned to search for 
openings and to shape en- 
ticements for 
compromise. 


The President has his own 
inventive talents with which 
to direct Goldberg's efforts. 


The situation invites new 


reflections on the wisdom of 
continuing to isolate Red 
C h i n a . Neither Presidents 
Kennedy nor Johnson has 
made a m a j o r review of 
China policy or encouraged 
discussion of its present wis- 
dom. At the same time no- 
body seems particularly in- 
terested in defending it. At 
this point it Is more habit 
than policy. 


It is rather enjoyable to 


watch Russia and China at 
odds with one another over 
which is the truer commu- 
nist, hut it is unlikely to be a 
major contribution to world 
peace.

\VASHl\GTON-lt 
is an 


evening that belongs to a 
vanished era. Jawaharlal 
Nehru, sitting at dusk in the 
garden of the official resi- 
dency of the prime minister 
in New Delhi, talks a b o u t 
the distant frontier of La- 
dakh on the Indian-Tibetan 
border. 


He talks with eloquence, 


poetic imagination, out of a 
culture that is a curious 
amalgam of East and West. 
Ladakh is so remote. It is at 
an altitude of 28,000 feet, sur- 
rounded by great empty val- 
leys and snow-covered peaks. 
Nehru describes his own dif- 
ficult journey to that remote 
place; the sense of utter iso- 
lation on top of the world. 
Surely no one would be fool- 
ish enough to go to war for 
those empty markings on a 
map. 


The time was late Decem- 


ber in 1959. The occasion 
was President Eisenhower's 
visit to India and 10 other 
nations in search of peace 
and that, too, seems part of 
a vanished era. No one who 
accompanied the President 
will ever forget the fantastic 
crowds in the streets of New 
Delhi and the banners that 
hailed him as the Prince of 
Peace.

^T 
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That was near the close of 


Nehru's India, and in an age 
of disaster it is perhaps a 
fair judgment that no states- 
man suffered such a c o m- 
plete humiliation as did Neh- 
ru when the Chinese attacked 
on the Himalayan border in 
the fall of 1962. It was the 
end of the illusion that neu- 
trality was a guarantee of 
safety. The bitterness of this 
disillusion—the rout of t h e 
Indian army, the desperate 
hope of American help — 
brought on his illness and his 
death in May of 1964. 


Those who all along had 


called him a woolly headed 
old fool felt they were justi- 


fied. The hardliners took an 
"I told you so" satisfaction 
out of Nehru's downfall. He 
had been warned. He had 
been told that neutrality was 
no protection and. worse, it 
was immoral. 


This same attitude toward 


India carries over into the 
present crisis. From the saie 
distance of many thousands 
of miles and relatively sta- 
ble society (rebellions such 
as that in Watts can be con- 
tained). India is lectured for 
moral hypocrisy and preten- 
sions to democracy belied by 
caste, corruption a n d the 
breakdown of central 
au- 


thority. But in the view of 
this observer, having visited 
India four times since 1951. 
the moral lectures overlook 
a fundamental fact. 


In a country so vast, made 


up of so many different peo- 
ples, sects, castes and reli- 
gions, anything one says of 
it at any given time is true. 
Selflessness, 
exaltation 
of 


s p i r i t , the qualities that 
many Indians advertised and 
w h i c h captivated so many 
westerners, existed s l o n g - 
side the rankest cruelty, in- 
difference to s u f f e r i n g , 
greed, the grossest sensuali- 
ty. There were a thousand 
Indias and not just the India 
of Gandhi, Nehru and the 
saint-beggars h u m b l i n g 
themselves in the dust of the 
road. 


T h i s incredible diffusion 


suggests to one observer a 
clear and present danger in 
the insistence that India con- 
sent to a plebiscite in Kash- 
mir. Just possibly if Nehru 
had been less stubborn and 
romantic and more sensible 
about Kashmir in 1947 when 
the United Nations first rec- 
ommended a 
plebiscite it 


might have come off. But to- 
day Nehru's successor. Lai 
Bahadur Shastri, is engaged 
in a struggle to hold the 
country together. 


That struggle was desper- 


ate enough before the w a r 
w i t h Pakistan began. To 
yield to the demand for a 
plebiscite in the Indian-held 
sector of Kashmir, decreed 
by New Delhi to be a' In- 
gral part of India, w o u l d 
give a new impetus to the 
separatist movements threat- 
ening to shatter the authority 
of the central government 
and produce anarchy and 
breakdown over large areas. 


The Sikhs in northern In- 


dia have demanded a degree 
of autonomy and Pakistani 
broadcasts encourage them 
to rise in rebellion. Large- 
scale language riots in 
-^m- 


bay, Madras and other cen- 
ters defy the authority of Del- 
hi to impose Hindi as the 
national language. Separate- 
language states complicate 
Shastri" problem in trying to 
unite a country composed of 
so many conflicting elements 
coming out of the tragic ac- 
cidents of history. In con- 
trast to Pakistan, a religious 
state. India is a secular state 
containing 50.000,000 M o s- 
lems. 10.000,000 Christians 
and other sects. Its breakup 
is precisely what Red China, 
poised like a vulture on the 
roof of the world, hopes to 
bring about. 


How the hardliners can 


take satisfaction from In- 
dia's plight at this stage of 
events is difficult to see. 
Those who were calling Neh- 
ru a woolly headed neutral- 
ist were the hardline - "vo- 
cates of arming Pakistan as 
a bulwark against Soviet 
communism. They did not 
foresee that as a consequence 
of the deep hatreds between 
the two nations that parti- 
tioned the subcontinent Pak- 
istan would draw close to 
communist China. The hard. 
liners at this juncture look 
no better than the neutral- 
ists.

views would like to go back 
to the 
sweat 
shops, 
the 


twelve hour days, the seven 
day weeks and the bare-ex- 
istence-wages which was all 
a part of our not-always-so- 
democratic-society, right up 
to the New Deal era of the 
early thirities. The real trag- 
edy of our times is that he 
and others with this brand 
of reasoning can not do so. 


There are few who would 


contend that balancing t h e 
power of great wealth with 
the power of large nation- 
wide labor unions is the very 
ultimate of perfection. It is 
however, 
clearly a great 


deal 
closer 
to 
perfection 


than it ever was before this 
balance was attained. 


Certainly there is and will 


probably always be a ^ f e w 
bad apples in every barrel 
but does Mr. Dill believe 
that "the likes of Hoffa" is 
any worse than the electrical 
companies who were found 
guilty of defrauding the gov- 
ernment? Punishment of the 
crimes were different, but 
here is dramatized only the 
power and unearned respec- 
tability of great wealth. 


T h e trouble with those 


like Mr. Dill is that they see 
only that which their estab- 
lished convictions will l e t 
them see. They attempt only 
to adjust facts to their con- 
victions, never their convic- 
tions to the facts.

The vital point here i.s that the Founila- 
tion isn’t buy ing the home in the usual 
m anner of such things. As a practical m at­ 
ter, the Foundation i.s nothing more than a 
financing agent. The University of N ebras­ 
k a will lea.se the home from the Foundation 
for $5,79 0 a y ear for 35 y ears. Any time 
the univer.sity fulfills the term s of that 
lease, it can then acquire the property for 
$1,0(K). Thus, the Foundation will get a total 
of $29 0,500 or a 4 >2 percent return on its in­ 
vestm ent. The funds it is using are endow­ 
m ent funds that would have to be inve.sted 
any way since they permit use only of their 
earned income. It Is doubtful that ihe Foun­ 
dation could invest the $9 9 ,500 in any more 
profitable m anner. 


The Foundation, incidentally , is .suhjeci 
in no way to the adm inistration of the iini- 
N ci ,-i(\ 
it i.s’ an independently established 
organization chartered to 
help the univer­ 
sity . prim arily through the use of gifts and 
endowments that it receives 
Since 194fi. 
the Foundation has provided benefits to the 
univfT.sity totaling more than $7 million. 
The other complex part of the Knolls 
property involves taxation. The home, pur­ 
chased for $‘>9,500 and valued by Its owner 
at $175.(MMl, is a.ssessed for lav purposes at 
$79 ,58 0, Taxes paid on the property 
last 
y ear totaled $705.70. The valuation figure 
can he argued all night and never be set­ 
tled for sure one way or another but (he 
tax bill preaents some interesting facts. 
The property , of course, is outside the 
city and Lincoln Public School Sy stem. 
Thus, it bears a total 
tax levy for 1965-66 of 
30 545 mills as com­ 
pared w'ith a levy of 
90 69 for property in­ 
side the city limits and school district lim­ 
its The .'M) 545 mills in the Knolls includes 
all taxes for educational purpo.ses. .An 8 .78 
levy is made for pay m ent of tuition for chil­ 
dren attending Idncoln School District sen­ 
ior high .schools. Grades One through Eight 
are provided in the Di.strict 76 school locat­ 
ed near Highw'ay 77 but no property tax is 
being collected this y ear for the school. 
O rta in miscellaneous taxes are enough 
to rover the cost of operating the District 
76 schfK)l. w'hich this y ear has a grand total 
of five students—one in Seventh Grade, one 
in F'ifth. two in Fourth and one in Second 
One junior high y oungster from the Knolls 
attends the Lincoln School District at a cost 
to her parents of $595 a y ear.

Science Carried Too Far 


There are many uses for the American 
new.spapcr heslde.s reading it. 
Thrifty housewjives often use old copies 
as garbage wrappers. Others use them for 
a loftier purpose of lining pantry shelve.s. 
Rack before the day s of autom atic heat 
there were very good for starting fires in 
the lurnace. Tramps have long been k nown 
to buy a newspaper, not to read, but to use 
it is a sort of auxiliary underwear. Bright 
children learn how to fold papers so as to 
mak e m ilitary hats. 
The professional new'spaper people do 
not necessarily reject all these extracur­ 
ricular uses, but w'ould prefer that sub­ 
scribers confine themselves to earnest read­ 
ing of the product. Oh well, it’s a free 
country . 
Rut the worst blow of all was struck 
rei ently by two H arvard University scien­ 
tists w'ork ing on experim ents leading to bug 
control. They feed old newspapers to a cer­ 


tain unwanted bug named Py rrhocoris Ap- 
teris. We do not k now the nationality of 
this breed of bugs, but the name indicates 
they are foreigners. The strips of newsprint 
they avidly consumed carried the writings 
of some of the current outstanding colum­ 
nists. We don’t k now whether it was the 
words of the columnists that get them or 
some ingredient used in the m anufacture of 
the paper. But the fact rem ains that the 
diet caused all of the bugs to become sterile 
and rem ain forever juvenile. The newsprint 
generation of Py rrhocoris Apteris lived its 
life out, passed away and left no descend­ 
ants. The scientists now figure they are 
on the track of something that m ay elim ­ 
inate bugs without lay ing waste to all na­ 
ture, as some of the modern spray s threat­ 
en to do. But true blue new spaper men 
will alw’ay s resent the implications which 
are not com plim entary to the Fourth E s­ 
tate.

Indian-Tibetan 
border. 
He talk s with eloquence, 
poetic imagination, out of a 
culture 
that 
is

curious 
am algam of E ast and West. 
Ladak h is so remote. It is at 
an altitude of 28 ,000 feet, sur­ 
rounded by great empty val­ 
ley s and snow-covered peak s. 
Nehru describes his own dif­ 
ficult journey to that rem ote 
place; the sense of utter iso­ 
lation on top of the world. 
Surely no one would be fool­ 
ish enough to go to w ar for 
those em pty m ark ings on a 
map. 
The time was late Decem­ 
ber in 1959. The occasion 
was President Eisenhower’s 
visit to India and 10 other 
nations in search of peace 
and that, too, seems part of 
a vanished era. No one who 
accompanied the 
President 
will ever forget the fantastic 
crowds in the streets of New 
Delhi and the banners that 
hailed him as the Prince of 
Peace.

That was near the close of 
Nehru’s India, and in an age 
of disaster It is perhaps a 
fair judgm ent that no states­ 
man suffered such a c o m- 
plete humiliation as did Neh­ 
ru when the Chinese attack ed 
on the Him alay an border in 
the fall of 1962. It was the 
end of the illusion that neu­ 
trality was a guarantee of 
safety . The bitterness of this 
disillusion—the rout of t h e 
Indian arm y , the desperate 
hope of Am erican help — 
brought on his illness and his 
death in May of 1964. 
Those who all along had 
called him a woolly headed 
old fool felt they were justi­ 


fied. The hardliners took an 
‘*1 told y ou so” latlffaction 
out of Nehru’s downfall. He 
had been 
warned. 
He had 
been told that neutrality was 
no protection and. worse. It 
was immoral. 
This same attitude toward 
India carries over into the 
present crisis. From the sale 
distance of many thousands 
of miles and relatively sta­ 
ble society (rebellions such 
as that in Watts can be con­ 
tained). India is lectured for 
moral hy pocrisy and preten­ 
sions to democracy belied by 
caste, 
corruption a n d the

of

thority . But in the view of 
this observer, having visited 
India four times since 1951. 
the m oral lectures overlook 
a fundamental fact. 


That struggle was desper- 
ate enough before the w a r 
w i t h Pak istan began. TV) 
y ield to the dem and for

plebiscite in the Indian-held 
sector of K ashm ir, decreed 
by New Delhi to be a*- in- 
gra! part of India, 
w ou l d 
give a new impetus to the 
separatist m ovements threaU 
ening to shatter the authorbv 
of the central 
government 
and produce anarchy a n d 
break down over large areas.

In a country so vast, made 
up of so many different peo­ 
ples, sects, castes and reli­ 
gions, any thing one say s of 
it at any given time is true. 
Selflessness, 
exaltation 
of 
s p i r i t , the qualities 
that 
many Indians advertised and 
w hi c h captivated so many 
westerners, pxisted a l ong- 
side the rank est cruelty , in­ 
difference to 
s u f f e r i n g , 
greed, the grossest sensuali­ 
ty . There were a thousand 
Indias and not just the India 
of Gandhi, 
Nehru 
and the 
saint-beggars 
hu m b l i n g 
them selves in the dust of the 
road. 
T hi s incredible diffusion 
^ gge sts to one observer 
a 
clear and present danger in 
the insistence that India con­ 
sent to a plebiscite in Kash­ 
mir. Just possibly if Nehru 
had been less stubborn and 
rom antic and more sensible 
about K ashm ir In 1947 when 
the United Nations first rec­ 
ommended a 
piebiscite 
it 
might have come off. But to­ 
day N ehru’s successor, Lai 
Bahadur Shastri, is engaged 
in a struggle to bold the 
country together. 


The Sik hs in northern In­ 
dia have dem anded a degree 
of autonomy and Pak istani 
broadcasts encourage them 
to rise in rebellion. Large- 
scale language riots in 
'im- 
bay , M adras and other cen- 
ters defy the authority of Del­ 
hi to impose Hindi as the 
national language. Separate- 
language states complicate 
Shastri’ problem in try ing to 
unite a country composed of 
so m any conflicting elem ents 
coming out of the tragic ac­ 
cidents of history . In con­ 
trast to Pak istan, a religious 
state. India is a secular state 
containing 50.000,000 M o .s- 
lems. 
10,000.000 
Christians 
and other sects. Its break up 
is precisely what Red China, 
poised lik e a vulture on the 
roof of the world, hopes to 
bring about. 


How the hardliners c a n 
tak e satisfaction from 
In­ 
dia’s plight at this stage of 
events is difficult to see. 
Those who were calling Neh- 
ru a woolly headed neutral­ 
ist were the hardline ' ’vo- 
cates of arm ing Pak istan as 
a 
bulwark 
against 
Soviet 
communism. They did not 
foresee that as a consequence 
of the deep hatreds between 
the two nations that parti­ 
tioned the subcontinent Pak ­ 
istan would draw close to 
communist China. The hard­ 
liners at this juncture look 
no better than the neutral­ 
ists.

A Loss To The GOP 


Announcement 
by 
Republican 
S e n. 
Thomas H. Kuchel that he will not enter 
the California prim ary as a candidate for 
governor is a m atter of prime considera­ 
tion for the GOP. It is not so much that 
Senator Kuchel will miss the prim ary that 
counts but rather, the reasons for his deci­ 
sion. It might well be argued that he serves 
just as im portant a purpo.se or more .so as 
a senator than he would as governor of 
California. 
Rut he has tak en himself out of the 
California race because of the strong posi­ 
tion held in California Republican rank s 
by an extrem e right wing group. The sen- 
ator’.s announcement included this blast 
against the ultra-conservatives: “ The trag­ 
ic fact is that within our California Republi­ 
can Party is a fanatical, neo-Fascist politi­ 
cal cult overcome by a strange mixture of 
corrosive and sick ening fear, reck lessly de- 


term ined to control our party or destroy it.” 
It might be suggested that Senator Ku­ 
chel himself is running away from the 
threat he sees rather than doing battle 
with it. This, however, is not exactly the 
case. What the senator recognizes is that 
he is no one-man show. He cannot do alone 
what the national party has shown no in­ 
clination of doing. 
lentil the party nationally repudiates the 
hard and uncompromising attitude and ac­ 
tions of the ultra-conservatives in its rank s, 
it is going to suffer the loss of individual 
candidates of a high caliber in one state 
after another. The action by Kuchel follows 
a situation in New York where the leading 
GOP candidate for governor has all but 
disavowed his national party leadership and 
affiliation. No party can face such pros- 
pect.s in the two largest states in the Union 
and hope for victory . 


WASHINGTON — 
P resi­ 
dent Johnson’s restraint in 
the India-Pak istan war is a 
rem ark able contrast to t he 
high dram a he injected into 
his foreign-policy moves 
in 
Viet Nam and the Domini­ 
can Republic. 


He has apparently b e e n

Peace By Law 


The official observance of Internation­ 
al Law week has ended, but 3,000 lawy ers 
rcpre.senting 
12 0 nations are still in 'ses­ 
sion in New York City . They are at work 
on basic procedures and a mutually ac­ 
cepted body of law by which, they hope, 
the world can turn from decisions by force 
to peace by reason. 
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The international lawy ers are mak ing 
progress. Whether they will win 
t he i r 
}>oint in y our time or mine is another 
m atter. Their first conference was held 
two y ears ago in Greece. That resulted 
in 
the 
formation of a 
W or l d Peace 
Through 
Law Center, which gave t h e 
movement continuity and organization. It 
is, therefore, bey ond the stage of a wist­ 
ful movement. 


We will say of it. it is the least cost­ 
ly , and perhaps least in the public ey e, 
of any of the movements aim ed at quiet­ 
ing down the world. In a world that is 
spending 
$12 0 billion annually for arm ­ 
am ent, and m aintaining militai'y forces in 
excess of 2 0 million men, this movement 
to perm it reason to settle most of the in­ 
ternational problems it has already given 
a foretaste of the economy of peace. Even 
the poorest nation can easily afford peace. 
The richest ones go brok e practicing war. 
Unfortunately the world has not pro­ 
gressed far enough to catch this logic of 
economy . And that Is the problem the 3,000 
lawy ers are actually confronting. And that 
is what may doom their efforts. Uiis is 
one of the great human tragedies because 
people are alway s wistful for peace and 
actually consider war as an abomination. 
Nevertheless the 3.000 dedicated con­ 
ferees are engaged in a hopeful enterprise 
and one day one such m ay actually get 
the job done.

In their case the reason is 
simple and obvious, there is 
nothing which would please 
them more than

er of labor the less wages to 
be paid. 
There are those perhaps, 
so naive as to believe that

themselves. Some perhaps so 
naive as to believe that or­ 
ganized industry will share 
industrial profits fairly with 
labor sim ply out of the good­ 
ness of their hearts.

Concerned With Slow Play 


If you are one of those unfortunate golfers who has 


stood on the tee of a par-3 hole and waited while someone 
in the group ahead of you lined up his five-foot putt from 
four sides of the hole, then missed it and followed the 
same routine with the one-footer left, you have the sym- 
pathy of many golf officials. 


And if the fellow lining up his putt hi the above way 


Is like 90Tr of today's golfers, he wouldn't know what he 
was looking for if he saw it. Furthermore, if he did rec- 
ognize what he was looking for, he wouldn't know what 
to do with it. 


Staff members of Golf Digest have completed a study 


of golf play and in the current issue of the magazine 
make a plea for hurried-up play. 


The opening statement of the plea doesn't tell you 


anything you didn't already know if you've tried to play 
18 holes in the past day or so. 


"In a decade when speed records are being set in 


many sports, the game of golf is slowing to a sickening 
near stop," the report points out. "The year 1965 has been 
.the 'slowest' of all, and unless something is done im- 
mediately, the fun of golf may disappear like a ball into 
the water. 


"What was once an enjoyable S^-hour game is now 


often a five-hour ordeal ... In the time it takes four, peo- 
ple to play an 18-hole round in the United States, they 
could have flown to Scotland and teed it up at St. Andrews' 
famed Old Course." 


Wasfed Time On Green 


The study indicated that much of the wasted time on a 


golf course comes on the greens. 


Jack Tuthill, PGA tournament supervisor, maintains 


that unlimited marking and cleaning of golf balls on the 
green adds about 60 seconds a hole to a tournament 
player's time. For a foursome, that amounts to four min- 
utes a hole or 48 minutes a round. 


A sequence of photos shows touring pro Terry Dill tak- 


ing one minute and 46 seconds to study a five-foot putt in 
the Thunderbird Classic. After the careful study, he then 
missed it, had to mark bis ball and start the process over. 


The Golf Digest authors would modify the rule to al- 


low a player to mark and clean his ball only once. The 
golfer putting first would continue to putt until his ball was 
in the cup if it did not interfere with the line of another 
golfer's putt. 


Dump Winter Rules 


The authors also take a blast at the so-called winter 


rules. Richard S. Tufts, past president of the USGA and a 
rules expert, points out winter rules violate two great 
principles of golf: 
..: 


1. You play the course as you find it, and (2) You put 


the ball in play at the start of the hole and do not touch it 
until you lift it from the hole. 


There must be exceptions made to these rules, how- 


ever, which include situations where the ball may be lifted 
and cleaned on the green, when there is an unplayable lie, 
and when the ball lies on ground under repair. 


The USGA currently is studying rule changes which 


would speed up play such as limiting the player to only 
one time in which he can clean his ball on the green 
and making the player putting continue to putt until his 
ball is in the hole. 


Americans have changed the game of golf so that the 


early Scotsmen would hardly recognize it. The USGA and 
PGA hope to at least get him around in the near future in 
time to spend a moment at the 19th hole before heading 
home for dinner. 


Rule changes will help, but a lot of it is still up to 


that fellow studying the putt who might as well be studying 
a way to save the Whooping Cranes.

Wasted Time On Green 
The study indicated that much of the wasted time on a 
golf course comes on the greens. 
Jack Tuthill, PGA tournament supervisor, maintains 
that unlimited marking and cleaning of golf balls on the 
green adds about 60 seconds a hole to a tournament 
player’s time. For a foursome, that amounts to four min­ 
utes a hole or 48 minutes a round.

sive reservoir. 


A diversion dam on the 


south fork of the river near 
Ewing would also divert wa- 
ter into the feeder canal 


Mayne said water would be 


released from the reservoir 
into a canal serving about 48,- 
000 acres of the upland area 
near Madison and Humphrey. 


Total project cost, including 


Missouri River project pump- 
ing power, was estimated by 
Mayne at $69.3 million. Aver- 
age annual operation a n d
